During a search of the Collin County, Texas, records for some sort of 
clue to one of the children of Amon A, and lary Isabella George Wil: 
liams, I accidentally came upon a listing of the children of David 
and Rebecca Russell, former residents of Lincoln County, Tennessee. 


The list was filed in 1910 by William C. Russell, their son, and was 
the prelude to settlement of their estate. That list and later re- 
search is the basis for the information on this family. 


David Russell married Rebecca Bennett of Giles Co., TN., probably 
around 1845, ‘They lived near old Millville until they moved to Col- 
lin Co., about 1880. The statement filed by their son clearly states 
their land in Tennessee was inherited by Rebecca and the land in Tex- 
as purchased with the money received from the sale of that property. 
Exact location of their Collin County home is not known, but from 

the nearest waterway mentioned, was probably near to Princeton, Texas 
on land long ago inundated by the waters of Lake Lavon, 


The children: ae 
Nancy A, Russell married A.L. Myers, Giles Co., TN 12 Sept. 1866, He 
was the son of George W. Myers and his first wife, Susanna Trantham 
Myers. The Myers lived at Fate, Rockwall Co., Texas. He received a 
Texas Confederate Soldiers pension for service from Tennessee and 
died in 1921, He was buried at Blackland Cemetery, but there are no 
Myers markers there. Nancy survived him and applied for a widow's 
pension, Her death date is unknown, 


Margaret Russell married David C, Nyers, Lincoln Co., TN 12 Nov, 1868, 
He was the ‘son of George W. Myers and his second wife, Susan hcClain 
Myers, thus a step-brother to A.L. hyers. The Myers lived at Krun, 
Denton County, Texas. They had a large family. A suite to settle 
their estate is on file in Denton County. Margaret died 1 Feb. 1928. 
Her death certificate is on file. 


M E Russell married William F, Williams, Lincoln Co,, TN 

17 Aug. 1870. He was the son of Amon A, and Kary Isabella George 
Williams, Although stated to be living in Nontague Co., TX, in 1910, 
have been unable to locate any information or record. 


S E Russell married C.J. Thorp/Tharp, Lincoln Co,., TN. 
19 Aug. 1876, Stated to be living in Wise County, Texas in 1910, 
Records of that county have not been searched, 


Charles W. Russell had relinquished his claim to the estate and no 
information given. 


Virginia (Jennie) Russell married William Good in Collin Co., TX 
and died there without issue in July 1884. 


William C. Russell married Margaret 0. Willimas, Lincoln Co., TW 

20 Sept. 1877, She was the daughter of Amon A, and Mary Isabella 
George Williams and sister of William FP, Williams previously mention- 
ed, They lived in Garland, Texas and had several children; belonged 
to Big Spring Baptist Church (1888). He filed the 1910 list of chil- 
dren in Collin Co. and appeared to be in charge of the settlement.

BUCHANAN, FAMILY 
Contributed by John Rice, Jr., 14331 Larkstone, San Antonio, TX 78232 


NOTE: Pioneers does not usually publish ‘so much on one family or so 
far back from Lincoln Go. Due to the many subscribers working 
on Buchanan, I am making this one exception. jww 


About the year 1015 Anselan Okyon, with about 1000, or possibly 2000, 
(the authorities differ) other young men, arrayed in the dress of wo- 
men and secretly armed with Irish daggers, attended a great banquet 
given by the officers of the Danish army which had invaded and subju- 
gated Ireland, ; 


They were present and supposed to be women by the Danes, who had ord~ 
ered the dethroned Irish King to send that number of Irish maidens 
to said feast to entertain the Danes, 


These young men had orders to take advantage of the Danes when drunk, 
and an opportunity offered itself, kill them and take possession of 
the arms and outfit of the Danes, which they did. When King Canute 
heard of this, he sent a great army to Ireland.and completely sub- 
jugated the nation and destroyed said young men, except such as fled 
the country. = 


The said Anselan Okyon fled to Scotland and took service under Halcolm 
II, King of Scotland, against the said Danes and rendered valuable 

service to him, for which he-was compensated by the King with valuable 
lands. The King also assigned him arms on account of his desert, and 
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more especially on account of his heroic achievements. His "Arms" 
were a field with a Lion ‘rampant, sable, armed —- holding in his right 
paw a saber or crooked saw proper." 


Although the King was thus kind to said Anselan and he and his des- 
cendants had great affection for the King and his family, for several 
ages neither anselan nor his descendants, by concession or otherwise, 
assumed any part of the armorial bearings of the family of Lennox | 

in conjunction with their om, "So that few of equal character with 
that of. Buchanan reserved their arms so free of any addition or 
mixture as that surname did; which is no small argument, not only of 
the honor of the family, but also of the cause and reason of granting 
these arms first," 


This anselan Okyon, according to the most ordinary and received 
genealogy of that surname, is reputed the progenitor of that surname, 
and the first Laird of Buchanan, 


2. His son and successor was called John, to whom was granted by the 


first Earl of Lennox, in the reign of King halcolm III, the written 
name of Buchanan, 


3. His son and successor was John Anselan, the third Laird of S3uchanan 


4, His son and successor was Walter, the first of that name, and the 
fourth Leird of Suchanan, 


5. His son and successor was Gerald, or more probably Sernard, fifth 
Laird of Buchanan, 


6, His son and successor was hacbeth, sixth Laird of suchanan. 
7. His son and successor was Anselan, seventh Laird of Buchanan, 


8. His son and successor was Gilburt, eighth Laird of Buchanan and 
the first who assumed the name of Buchanan, The surname prior to 
this time had been snselan, but which was changed or corrupted into 
Naccauslan, This Gilbert, 8th Laird of Buchanan, was chamberlain to 
the Earl of Lennox, Which office his father anselan had enjoyed for 
some time, 





9. His son and Successor was iaurice, first of that name in the family 
and the 9th Laird of Buchanan, He lived at a period including the 
year 1274, 

10, His son and successor was Sir laurice, second of that name and 
10th Laird of suchanan, His life ceased the year 1320. at this per~ 
iod of his life and fortune with ha@lcolm, Harl of Lennox, he adhered 
to the cause and interest of his prince and country, and could not by 
any artifice used by the King of England be induced to do any action 


prejudicial to their own honor, or to the interest of their native 
country, 


There is a traditional account that King fobert Sruce, after his de- 
feat at Dalsee, near Straithfillen, by keDougal, Lord of Lorn, and 

his adherants, came along on foot along the North side of Loch Lomond , 
the day after the battle, to the castle of Buchanan, where he was most 
joyfully received and for Some days entertained, afterward he was 
secretly conveyed by the Earl of Lennox and Buchanan to 2 place of 
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safety. 


This report is the more probable since there is @ cave near this shore 
of Loch Lomond, in Buchanan parish, termed the King's cave, it being 
reported that King Robert lay overnight in that cave in his journey 
towards Buchenan, ‘This jiaurice lived to be 4 considerable age, naving 
obtained a charter of the lends of Buchanan from King David Bruce in 
the beginning of his reign. 


As he ig a witness to 4 charter by Donald Earl of Lennox to the Find 
ley Company in which he is designated as paurice iaccauland, Laird of 
Buchanan; which shows that the family still used, as their honor or 
inclination led them, their ancient name of Naccausland. 


11. His son and successor was Walter (2nd son of that name in the 
family.) "He seems to have been @ very active gentleman and made 4 
very bright figure in his time; having made a very great addition to 
hig old estate by the purchase of a great many other jands." There is 
a charter to some of the lands in which he is designated 4s cousin to 
King Robert II. He lived to a great age, havin only son. 


12. John 2uchanan, who married the heiress of Ienny and died before 
his father, and "was never entered to the estate of suchanan,' 


13, This John left @ son gohn who was the successor of said 
first mentioned in the genealogical tree of Suchanen, there having 
peen part of the tree cut away, the acotr as well as the design of 
that action being known." He had three sons, Alexander, the oldest, 
who killed the Duke of Glarance at the wattle of Berge, was also — 
killed at the battle of vernoil in 1492, having never married, Wal- 
ter was his second son and succeeded to the estate, and was the 13th 
Laird of Buchanan, 


This Walter is said to have married Isoble Stewart, daughter of sur- 
dock Stewart, Duke of Albany, and Governor of Scotland, she peing 
also heiress of Lennox, "Sir Walter" had three sons. 


14, patrick, his successor (14th Laird of suchanan), and ieurice, wh0 
wag treasurer to Lady jarguret, daughter of King james 1st, Dauphan~ 
ness of France, who went to the Kingdom with her and of whom there 

is no further account. His third son was Thomas. Catbeth's ancestor, 
whence descended ovr family. 7 

This Patrick, 14th Laird of Buchanan, was the first of that name. he 
married a iiss Galbraith, heiress of Killearn, danier, and Auriareoch 
by whom he had two sons, Walter and. Thomas. 


15. His successor was his son, Walter, 15th Laird of 3uchanan, he 
married Lord Graham's daughter, whose mother was the Earl of Angus! 
daughter. 





16. His son and successor was Patrick, who with many others of his 
name, was killed at the battle of Flenders in the year 1513. He 
left a son, John of auchner, and two daughters, one of whom married 
the Laird of Bachard, and the other the Laird of aielkingless. 


This Patrick was the 16th Laird of Buchanan, He married the Earl of 
Argyle's daughter, her mother peing the Zarl of Suntley's daughter. 
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17. His son and successor was George, 17th Laird of suchanan, He 
was made Sheriff Principal of Dunbartonshire in the year 1561, He 
was the first married to iarraret Edmondson, daughter of the Laird 
of Duntreath, 


18, His son and successor was Joh 18th Laird of 3uchanan, His sec~ 
ond was Janet Cunningham, being first married to the Laird of Hamil- 
ton, 


19, His successor was his son George, 19th Laird of Buchanan, ilis 
mother was the daughter of the Earl of forton; she and her husband 
were so already related that there had to be a special dispensation 
in their favor before they could marry. This George was narried to 
Mary Graham, daughter of the Earl of honteath, her mother being Lord 
Seston's daughter. 


He left a son John, and daughters, Helen who married alexander Coch~ 
eran, and Susannah, who second husband was Campbell of Craimith. 


20, His successor was his son John, "Sir John" 20th Laird of j3ucha- 
nan, as appears from a charter to him from King James VI, of the 
lands of Buchanan in the year 1618. 


This Sir dohn donated, or, as the old books say, "mortified" six 
thousand pounds scott to the University of Edinburg, for maintein- 
ing University of Saint andrews for maintaining their three Hussars 
at the study of philosophy there. His wife was Annabell aAreskan, 
daughter of the Lord Cambus ienneth, 


21, His successor was his son "Sir George," the 21st Laird of 3uch- 
anan, His wife was Elizabeth Preston, whose mother was 4 Hay. He 
was Colonel of Stirlineshire Reriment, and lost a great many of his 
men and kinsmen in the fatal conflict of Znnerkeithen, in which 
peat eeaee was taken prisoner, and whilst in prison died in the year 
0: . 


22, His successor was his son, John, the 22nd Laird of Buchanan. 
His wife was iary sreskin, daughter of Lord Henry Cardras, He left 
two daughters: Elizabeth, who married James Stewart, and Janet, who 
married Henry Suchanan, Said John died in the year 1682. 


Sir John Yuchanan, grandfather to the last names, by his frequent 
travels into forelen lands, and other extravarences (where they were 
is not stated) involved his estate in such immense debt that his 
said gcrand-son found necessary to compromise or "compound" his 

debts with his creditors, and his estate mostly passed into the 
hands of Lord David Cardras, his brother-in-law. 


After the death of his wife, the said Lady iary Aresken, he would 
marry a second time and addressed himself to the daughter of Sir 
John, etween the two families there had been frequent alliances 
and many mutual good offices, as rendered the proposal very agree~ 
able to Sir John. Qne of the troubles in the way of said marriage 
was the condition of the estate. 


Buchanan, in order to remove this difficulty, wrnt to London and 
obtained anew charter to his estate, with the authority to dispose 
of it as he saw proper, but his designs were defeated, as the young

lady whom he was about to marry, and who had been somewhat ignorant 
in this negotiation (veing. a party largely interested) “iuch 
against his expectations married the laird of Keir before his return, 


This disappointment had such ill effects upon his spirits and ina 
little time threw him into the palsy, and prejudiced his judgment in 
which unhappy circumstances he continued until his ceath. 


A little before this misfortune fell upon him, John Suchanan of 
Ainpryor, the a having come into “uchanan's family, gained 
such influence over him as to be entrusted with the whole manage-— 
ment of his affairs, Ainvryor was not wanting to improve such an 
opportunity for promoting his orm interests, and found means to pre=- 
yail on said Buchanan to agree to a match between his daughter and 
Ainpryor's son, then @ student of the Civil Jaw, that by this means 
the estate be kept in the name, "the proposal would certainly have 
taken place, had not the young ledy interposed by refusing her con- 
sent" upon which, then very much declined in his judgment, conceived 

so much displeasure against her as to make a dispensstion of his 
estate in favor of Ainpryor, and in prejudice to her right. 


But he kept the conveyence in his ow custody, and happening to go to 
the Springs for his health, he fell in love with irs. Jean Pringle 
and married her, and vpon his arrival at 3uchanan destroyed said 
conveyance to Ainpryor, which gave rise to an inveterate hostility 
wae continued ever afterwards between the two pranches of the 
family. 


Some time after this, for reasons not stated, this said 3uchanan dis- 
posed of his whole estate to an old comrade of his, iaj. George 
Grant, Governor of Dunbarton Castle, upon condition that said iajor 
should marry his daughter and assume the name of ‘3uchanan, Agree- 
able to this agreement, the said iajor made his addressed to the 
young lady, but was rejected by her with the utmost indignation. 

Not being able to settle his property satisfactorily by marriage, 

the said Buchanan with Grant's assistance tried to sell all his 
property, and large portions of his lands were sold. 


About this time the creditors ascertained that they could enforce 
their claims and subject hb property to the payment of their debts, 
aid so, and the whole estate passed out of his hands. ‘Thus the 
whole estate, producing the great rent of thirty thousand marks, 
passed away from the said family, after remaining therein in that 
name six hundred and sixty-four years, and in an uninterrupted suc- 
cession of twenty-two Lairds. 


The foregoing facts were gotten from Suchanan and Other Clans first 
published in 1723, then 1773 and 1820, in 4th volume of Hincellaes 
__ by Robert Clepman Claskew, and in 1849 by J.4, and U,P, James 
of Cincimati, Ohio, not for sale, but for the Buchanan family. 4A 
copy of this last is in the Congressional Library, Washington, D.C.

March lst, 1864,

“Phe Suchanans and Other Clans," written by William Buchanan of 
Auchmar 1723, is, as its title indicates, a history, not only of the 
muchanan, but of all the great Clans living in the Highlands of Scot~ 
land, among the early 2uchanans of Virginia and Tennessee were found 
a few printed copies of this work! the descendants of Joseph Buchanan 
son of Andrew, still preserved a copy which belonged to him. an old 
worn volume of the work is in the Congressional Library at Washington 
and contains the inscription: _"Presented to the Library of Congress 
by Robert Buchanan, 1860," 


Brief data regarding the Suchanans has been taken from this volume 
as follows: "fhe country of Clan suchanan was in the west Highland 
on the Horth side of Loch Lomond in Stirlineshire; the neighboring 
clans were the licGregors, the i:cFarlanes, the Drummonds, and the 
Colquehouns, 


The old family site of the chief of the Laird was Buchanan House, 
the present seat of the Duke of iontrose, The military history of 
the suchanans is honorable; the fighting strength of the Clan being 
twelve hundred men, The Clan fought bravely for ‘ueea Mary at Pinky 
and Langside, and were almost wiped out of existence at Flodden- 
Field, The slogan was "Clar-Innes" from an island in Loch Lomond, 
and at this cry fifty heritors with the followers of the uchanan 
name, would quickly assemble. “he badge worn in the ponnet was a 
sprig of Bilberry." 


The long line of the various branches of the Clan are traced, with 
their constantly recurring names of Alexander, Archibald, Andrew, 
hoses, Robert, William, and Samuel, until the breaking up and dis- 
persion of the clan; many of whom, the history tells us, emigrated to 
Ireland and later to Virginia. 


Alexander and Samuel came from Ireland to Virginia about 1702; 
lived first in Chester County, Pennsylvania and later to Augusta 
County, Virginia, Samuel and Alexander are probably the ancestors 
of all the Suchanans in the South and west, Samuel was in Augusta 
County in 1793, lie signed a call to the "Aev. ir. 3rown" in that 
year in connection with James and Robert Lock, Joseph Kennedy, and 
voseph Edmonson, and was long an elder in the ew providence i.eeting 
House, an early church of sugusta a-Covnty, In the militia of 
augusta County, Virginia, who were in constant service for fighting 
French and Indians, are the following names of Buchanan: Capt. lex- 


ander Buchanan, archibald Buchanan, Andrew Suchanan, cames Suchanan , 
and William Buchanan, 


Samuel Buchanan died in Washington County, Virginia in 1774 (?) 
and his will speaks of wife lartha, and son Samuel, John Robert and 
Andrew, The wills of many others of the Buchanans are also on re~ 
cord in this county.

Mrs, Margaret Thompson is now (16th of hay, 1860) 81 years old. 


There were a number of Buchanan's in the battle of King's Mountain, 
among them Matthew, the son of Andrew, and Samuel, son of Robert. 


There were several Buchanan families at Cumberland settlement. The 
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family of Robert are supposed to have been with Donalson when he made 
his perilous voyage down the Hudson to iashboroveh. The fight at 
Buchanan's Station near Hashville which took place at night end last- 
ed for several hours has been called the most stubbornly contested 

in Indian warfare. irs. Bertha white 3ell was often told by her 
srandmother, fartha Buchanan sdmondson, of being one of the women 
who moulded bullets all night long which were taken hot from the mold 
and shot throuzh the loopholes at the Indians. 


It has been said that £00 Buchanans (descendants of the Tennessee 
settlers alone) were soldiers in the Confederate army.
